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To organize, develop, and .execute covert political and psychological warfare 
operations against the Soviet regime of the Latvian SSR for the purpose of: 

1. Placing a maximum strain on the Soviet structure. 


2. Driving a wedge between the Latvian people and the Soviet regime. 

3. Establishing effective contacts with, and providing assistance and 
guidance to whatever resistance elements that exist in the Latvian SSR, 

4. Establishing covert assets in the Latvian SSR which can be utilized to 
conduct psychological warfare operations against the Soviet Union in the 
event of open hostilities. 

b. Accomplishments^ 

The latest developments in the formation of a new Latvian political organization 
indicates that this movement is headed by Valdmanis, former Nazi collaborator 
who is at present located in Canada where he is working for the Canadian 
Government. Valdmanis, a very ambitious and s brewed politician, is fostering 
a movement which he hopes will divide the Latvian veterans and swing a substan- 
tial membership toward his organization and away from their present head Col. 

• Janums. In these maneuvers Valdmanis is being aided by such controversial 
figures as Kalme, Lemberg?, and Neparts. The date for the official announcement 
of this n ew organization is to be 20 December ,1952. 

This new development has brought some, un ostein ty into the midst of Latvian 
politicians. They are viewing Valdma^l^|Qwves with considerable apprehension 
as it is feared that Valdmanis will/-f xerfSHii s dictatorial habits and thereby 
ruin all unification attempts. ■ 

Efforts are being made to clarify -the position of Alberts Kalme who claims to 
be slated to .ecome congressmp^%K. Armstrong's chief Latvian advisor when 
and if the latter assumes a (tb^/^st in the Department of State. Recently 
Kalme has stated tiiat Armstrong has become an honorary member of Valdmanis 
organization; Kalme is at present claiming that he will proceed very soon to 
Sweden for the purpose of recruiting members for the Valdmanis organization. 
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Recent developnents in the unified Latvian emigre body in Sweden lead us to 
believe that the friendly cooperation within the emigration that has existed 
to date may possibly cease due to the efforts of the radical socialist leader 
Bruno Kalnins. 


A new and a more aggressive FP/V' operational program based on the utmost 
utilization of our current PP assets and the immediate development of new 
Fsv potentialities has been prepared for further study and prompt implementation. 
Tiae proposed program is based on the exploitation of all available facilities 
in an effort of placing the greatest possible strain on the Soviet admiit- 
istration of the Latvian, Lithuanian, and Estonian SSRs, through the use 
of factual aswell as deceptive material, character assassination, and rumor 
spreading campaigns. 
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
